The injunctlon proceeding of the 
Michigan Bull Telephone 
company 
against Benton Harbor and St. .foscph, 
by which it sotight to restrain the two 
municipaUtles from Interferring with 
the company in the extension of its 
lines by the erection of iioles in the 
streets, was argued in part before the 
circuit court this morning. 


The complainant» counsel, Wells, 
Angelí, Boynton 
McMillian, of De­ 
troit, were absent and Judge Coolidge 
heard only one side of the ease, the de­ 
fendants’, which was presented 
by 
I^awyer James O’Hara, G. M. Valen­ 
tine and F, H. Kllsworth. 
The argu­ 
ments against the injunction were vig­ 
orous. 
Ml*. O’Hara represented St 
Joseph and during the entire forenoon 
the court heard the claims of the two 
cities. Summed up the defense rested 
on the single proposition that tbe com­ 
pany had never been granted a fran­ 
chise by either city and therefore had 
no right to use the streets for its poles. 


Further arguments in the case will 
be heard this evening by Judge Cool­ 
idge when the ca.se of the complainants 
will be presented. 


Answers to the bills of complaint In 
which an injunction is prayed for by 
the Bell company were ñled by the 
two cities in the circuit court today. 
They are ijoth much the same the sit­ 
uation in the two cities being not un­ 
like. 


In the answer filed by Benton Har­ 
bor it IS contended that the statutes of 
the state of Michigan expressly pro- 


have 
coun­ 
cil mav regulate and prohibit the erec­ 
tion or telephone or telegranh poles. It 
is denied that the Bell telephone com­ 
pany ever bad permission or consent 
from the city to erect its poles. The 
iioles were erected without first obtain­ 
ing a franchise and the company there­ 
fore becomes a trespasser and has no 
right to leave the poles standing in the 
streets. 


It is held that the city never used 
the iwles of the complainant for carry­ 
ing a tire alarm wire and therefore Is 
not under any obligation to the com­ 
pany. There is no contract existing by 
which the company is given permission 
to use the streets and therefore has no 
right to erect poles without, first ob­ 
taining permission. It is stated that 
the removal of th# poles of the com­ 
plainant by the street commissioner 
August H last was commanded by reso­ 
lution of the city council because they 
were erected in violation of a city or­ 
dinance, which provides against any 
excavation in the streets without the 
written consent of the council. 


The permission granted tbe Twin 
Citv telephone company to erect poles 
and wires, the 
answer 
holds, was 
granted under a fram^'bise imposing 
such restrictions as the city council 
deemeu advisable. By reason of such 
franchise, It Is shown that the tele­ 
phone rates have been greatly reduced 
to the subscribers and users of tele­ 
phones, which operates as a saving of 
man^' hundred dollars to the citizens. 


It is held that the Bell company pro­ 
posed to put up its poles for the sole 
pur|K)8e of defying the authority of the 
city, not because there was a demand 
for the same. Its scheme, it is alleged, 
was to destroy all proper competition so 
that it might re-establish Its former ex­ 
orbitant rates for telephone service. 
Although once in i)ossession of a patron­ 
age of 200 ’phones, it is shown that at 
present the company has only lii tele­ 
phones and 
those >re substantially 
given away for the purpose of main­ 
taining its existsnce until it can stitle 
all competition. The complainants, it 
is held formerly charged $36 for service 
which the Twin City company supplies 
at 125.

Opening Day of the Peterson Trial 


Brings Out Hundreds of 


Spectators. 


ELIZA»S LOVE LETTERS IN COURT 


They W ill be O ffered In Evidence 


Before the Close of the Great 


Case. 


This afternoon at 1:.*K) o’clock the 
trial sf Peter Peterson, for attempted 
murder, was 
begun in the circuit 
court. 
Peterson on the afternoon of 
July 4. last, went to the home of Miss 
Kliza Harris in this city, implored of 
her to marry him and upon her re­ 
fusal aimed a bullet at her heart. 
A 
corset steel saved the young lady’s 
life. 
The ball from her infuriated 
lover’s revolver struck a steel stay over 
the heart and glanced harmlessly away. 
Peterson then turned the revolver up­ 
on himself and as he was about to pull 
tbe trigger his sweetheart’s parents in­ 
terposed. 


Unable to procure bail Peterson was 
imprisoned and ever since the tragedy 
he has remained an inmate of the 
county jail. 
The fact of the assault 
will not be denied by tbe defendant 
but an attempt will ^ made to show 
that the deed was the result of emo­ 
tional Insanity, under which the ac­ 
cused labored when he made the assault. 
A large 
package of love missives 
written by Miss Harris to Peterson arc 
in possession of the defendant’s counsel 
ana will be offered in evidence. Peter­ 
son is represented by Gore & Harvey 
and the prosecution is conducted bv 
Prosecuting Attorney Valentino. Fol­ 
lowing is the Jury:

Lawyer Bridgman made 
a motion that the petition for a man­ 
damus be dismissed. The motion was 
promptly oyer-ruled and a heariug of 
the ease on its merits must therefore 
be had.

P hiladelphia Doorways. 


Such doorways have their histories 
unquestionably, but they are lo.st in tho 
dust of tho past. Who designed tho 
well proportioned pan<^9, who fashioned 
the brass knocker and whoso taste de­ 
vised the simple decorations will never 
be divulged. The owner has likewise 
passed into oblivion, leaving only the 
speechless door behind to awaken the 
curiosity and stimulate^ tho emulation 
of newer generations. 


If the Germantown doorways were 
plain almost to severity, those in the 
city proper \vero often more decoratetl 
with the various beautiful devices of 
the colonial period. Among ihoso the 
fanlight was almost uuiverHally em­ 
ployed, and besides adding an orna­ 
mental appearance to tho exterior fur­ 
nished often the high light for the hall 
within. 


In designing it is well for a decorator 
to know when to stop and to have the 
courage to do so. This virtue tho post 
Revolutionary architect iK>ssessed to a 
marked degree, as is exemplified in the 
doorway described. The funlight sup­ 
ported by two square columns, the mer­ 
est suggestion of carving and a short 
wreath over the door were all that was 
essential to make an attractive eutrauce, 
therefore, having done this mueli, he 
dared to stop, although mauy plain sur­ 
faces remained upon which his skill 
might well have been displayed.—

The testimony showed that Engle* 
right had given the railway company

BIG BUSINESS. 


W. H. Engleright, accused of placing 
an obstruction on the Milwaukee, Ben­ 
ton Harbor & Colurobue railway tracks, 
bad his preliminary hearing before 
Justice Nichols in Berrien Sprinjrs yes­ 
terday and was held for trial in the 
circuit court in the sum of $800. 
He 
was given until today to procure a 
vurety for his bond, and in case ‘he is 
not successful he will be imprisoned. 


jrhe facts brought out at the exami 
nation give the case a serious aspect so 
far as Engleright is concerned. 
One 
witness for the prosecution test! fled to 
having seen‘Engleright [and his wife 
carrying 
posts toward the railway 
tracks and to having heard the posts 
fall upon the railu. 
Another witness 
ktatcd that ho saw the defendant lay 
several posts uihid the tracks. 


A sensation was created during the 
bearing by the confession of a witness 
that Engleright had approached him 
and offered to pay birn if he would not 
testify against him. 
The witness said 
he bad oeen ofTered $5 to forget what 
he knew about the case, and but for 
the tact of Prosecutor Valentine the 
witness would probably have concealed 
his story and put in a claim for $5. 


The 
examination 
opened at 
11 
o’clock. 
The defendant was repre­ 
sented by Lawyer Bacon, of Niles. The 
defendant is aliout 4o years of age, tall 
and angular. 
His wife, a large, fleshy 
woman, was }>resent at the hearing. 
S h ^ s partially deaf, but she did not 
allow a word of the testimonv to es­ 
cape her. 
She drew her chair to the 
side of the witness and strained every 
nerve to catch the story. Prosecuting 
Attorney Valentine appeared for the 
people. 
The little court room was 
packed with spectators. 


Robert Grahn. living close tu the 
Engleright home, which is situated 
five and one-half miles south of Berrien 
Springs on the line of the M., B. H. iNc 
C. 
railway, was the first witness 
called. On Sunday, October 24, he tes­ 
tified that he saw Kngieright and his 
wife carrying posts from their wheat 
iield toward the railway tracks. 
He 
heard the heavy postH* fall upon the 
rails, but a train of cars on a siding so 
obscured his view as to prevent hie see­ 
ing Engleright actually employed in 
putting the obstruction on the track. 
This occurred between H und U oVlock 
in the morning and a few hours later 
the witness went to the spot toward 
which Kngierigbt and his wife had pro­ 
ceeded witii the posts, and there on the 
railway tracks found several spools of 
barbed wire and a large pile of posts 
and some boards. The ends of the posts 
were tucked beneath the rails on one 
wide and on the other side rested on 
top of the railt-. The debris ;was so se­ 
curely anchored to the track that in the 
witness’ mind it would have wrecked a 
train. He at once informed the crew of 
the steam shovel working near by and 
from there information was sent the 
company’s oDicials in this city and the 
first Irain out Monday morning found 
the obstruction and removed it. 


Abner Kelsey, a boy 18 years old, 
was the most sensational witness eworn. 
He had told Detective Whitney and 
Attorney Kelley that he had seen En- 
if leright place the posts on the track, 
but when he took the stand at the pre­ 
liminary hearing his memory bad failed 
him and he was exasperatingly igno­ 
rant. He had forgotten the most cru­ 
cial features of his original 
story. 
Prosecutor Valentine toiled with the 
witness for a long time before he suc­ 
ceeded in getting the boy s mind in 
working order and by a clever, round­ 
about course, the prosecutor finally 
drew from the witne«rithe acknowledge- 
ju^ntthat Eugieright had oilered to 
pay him if he did not divulge the in­ 
formation he possessed concerning the 
aiTair. He was to receive $5 he said. 
As soon as he could be induced to talk 
he said he had seen Engleright place 
two or three of the posts on the track. 


Detective Whitney, employed by the 
company was sworn. Hesaidthat Engle­ 
right in the witness' presence hud stat­ 
ed to Attorney Kelley upon being ad­ 
vised by the attorney that the obstruc­ 
tion might have caused a serious wreck 
and being asked why be placed the ob­ 
struction on the track, remarked that

Twin City Floral Company Now Has 


the Largest Green House In

Quite a Large Portion 
of the Earth this Week for $3.50.. 


Xtaks Oommsrcs G reater This T esr Than 
Xver Before, 


Deputy Collector of Customs Antls- 
dale entered upon the duties of his of­ 
fice June 10, atout the time lake com­ 
merce with Benton Harbor commences 
in earnest. The freight receipts and 
shipments from that time to date as 
shown by figures obtained from his 
books, very forcibly speak of the im­ 
portance of Benton Harbor as a trading 
centre. 


From June 10 to July 1 the total 
amount of freight received by boat was 
5,316 tons and the shtnmcnt by tons 
during the same length of time was 
:i,303. Of the receipts there were 7U4 
tons of flour, 1,887 tone of salt, 1,650 
tone of K<^neral merchandise and 1,005 
tons of himbei* or 670,000 fcct. The 
shipments included 142 tons of Hour, 
1,307 of salt and 1,014 tons of fruit. 


For .luly the total shipment in tons 
was 0,879, and the receipts 6,047. 
The 
shipments almost equal the receipts 
which is explained by the movement of 
fruit. 
The receipts for that month in­ 
cluded in tons 37,^ of Hour, 2,254 gen­ 
eral merchandise and 4,320 of lumber. 
The vessels 
clearing 
during 
the 
.same length of time carried 4.41M» tons 
of fruit, 1,323 of general merchandise 
and l,0(k) coal. 


During the month of August the vol­ 
ume 
of business 
very 
materially 
swelled. 
Vessels entering here de­ 
livered 0,1U5 tons and cleared with a 
U)tal of 8,204 tons. The fruit shipment 
this month reached 176,020 packages. 


September was a busy month, the 
total receipts being ■‘^,060, tons and 
shipments, 8,807. 
It was the month 
when the fruit buhin<‘ss had reached Its 
height, a total of 68(),701 packages beiag 
carried across the lake by the two 
steamer lines. 


The receipts for October reached 10. 
026 tons, which is perhaps the best 
showing of any one month In the his­ 
tory of the city. 
The car ferry busi 
ness is responsible for the increase in 
receipts, one ferry running continu 
oubIv with full cargos in and nearly al 
ways carrying the limit of her capacity 
out. 
The shipments for the month 
reached f),6H3 tons. The fruit business 
had dropped oiT until only Oo.OTjO pack­ 
ages went out.

Does Not 
Need 
Them. 


From a letter from U. W. .Schmidt 
and 
F.dwards of Juneau, Alaska, 


the following is taken: 


‘We do not need any capitalists; we 
have capital enough digall the capital 
we want out of ihe ground. 
Bring us 
only grub, plenty of good, substantial 
grub, grub put up so it will not spoil, 
as part of ours did. 
The bacon is too 
salty and not smoked enough. For 
eight months in the year chunks of ice 
and snow have to be melted for water 
over the stove, and to soak bacon and 
beans in water over night don’t go. 
It 
is impracticable to use yeast cakes for 
making bread, the stutV is fro/en solid 
before you know it. and it takes too 
nnu'h time anyhow—so it is tUipjacks 
10i>5 times in the year. 
We did not 
have any salt for two months, but a 
person can get along without a good 
manv things. 
The tf*a leaves from 
brealcfast are lioiled over for lunch and 
supper. 
Kverything has to be spun out 
as long as possible. 
There will he un­ 
told misery and starvation throughout 
the Yukon country next winter be­ 
cause most of the crazy people rushing 
in now will not be able to get out again 
till May or June next, and they are 
without surticient food, clothing or 
shelter. 


"The Yukon country is a hard, cruel 
country in summer on account of rain 
and swamps, gnats and mos((uitoes, but 
more so in winter in the long nights 
without light, because the candles soon 
give out, without reading matter, etc. 


“Now before I close, let me v/rite a 
few lines about outfits. I have seen so 
many people with outfits put up at Se­ 
attle that 1 can truly say what a Se­ 
attle merchant doesn't know about 
fitting out a man for the Yukon would 
fill a book. How could be have this 
knowledge, having never fitted out men 
for the Arctic before? 
The 
Seattle 
supplies are mostly put in an unhandy 
packages, boxe^, etc., and cannot be 
carried on a man’s back for any dis 
tanee without repacking. 
They are 
very poorly protected from the wet and 
rain. 
All goods are Iwund to get wet 
sometimes during the trip, the sugar 
will run out of the sacks, the salt ditto, 
the bacon will get soaky and mouldy. 
The sooner a man cuts loose from soai) 
and toothbrushes and fancy pocket 
combs and frills and dainties, the bet­ 
ter he is off in the Yuicon. 


“I see men here now daily returning 
from Chilcoot l*ass, where they lost 
heart. 
A good man is able to make 
enough money in two years in the Yu 
kon to last him for the rest of his life, 
by hard work and by saving his money. 


“We would like to see about eight oi 
ten good men who can outfit themselvee 
for tw'o years go in with us next spring, 
about March 1. We will give them 
all the information needed about out­ 
fits, etc., if they will write to us.”

LAN.siNti, Nov. 4.—Great interest is 
manifested in the case, which is before 
.Judge Person this week and which was 
brought by Receiver I'oster, of the 
People’s saving bank, to collect an as­ 
sessment of 70 per cent on the slock of 
the concern for the benetlt of deiwsit- 
ors. The case is full of perplexing and 
intricate questions, a lack of decisions 
under the Michigan banking law add­ 
ing 
to the ditlicultles encountered. 
There are a number of s{>ecial defenses 
by individual stockholders, as well as 
the general defense in which all the 
stockholders are interested.« 


Testimony is being taken subject to 
the general exception that the court 
had proceeded by an ex parte order to 
tix the stockholders’ liability ijefore 
determining what creditors are entitled 
to share in the dividends to be obtained 
from the assessment. 
The point is 
also raised that the holders of certitl- 
cates of de]K)sit in the bank are inves 
tors and not ae|)ositors within the 
meaning of the law, and are not en­ 
titled to share in the money to be de­ 
rived from an assessment ui)on the 
stockholders. .1 udge Chatterton argued 
that the stockholders are liable only to 
the commercial deiMJsitors and that the 
law shuts out savings deposits.

This rob­ 
bery was done in much tne same man­ 
ner as the crime committed in La-

bed of $1,000. In the latter case the 
men came Here, got a hand car and 
went over the Grand iiapids & ladiana 
railroad, committed the robbery and 
threw tbe car into a ditch. 


At noon yesterday two bloodhounds, 
owned by C. E. ‘Myers of Huntertown, 
Ind., were taken to Shipshewana and 
placed on the trail. Other bloodhounds 
have been telegraphed for. The Lake 
Shore coiiipany is doing all in its |)ower 
to lind the thieves, and the Davis broth­ 
ers, owners of the bank, otter a large 
reward for their capture.

While he reflected U|)ou the fame 
that would surely embellish his name, 
his sailors cried, *!Laud hoi” Off to the 
south he descried a long, low lying bit 
of luiid uud hastened to shape his course 
to reach it, there to plant the Russian 
standard on its highest ixiint, claiming 
it in the name of his majesty. 


What was his disgust and astonish­ 
ment when, as his vessel approached 
the shore, he obser%»ed, over a bit of 
headland, a flag fluttering from a mast­ 
head. Ill a few minutes a little schoou- 
er looked her nose around the |ioint and 
came sailing smartly over the waves to­ 
ward his vesfsel. The lean Yankee cap­ 
tain, who was standing in the rigging 
as the schooner came up in the wind, 
yelled: 


“ Ahoy, there! What ship is that?” 
“ His majesty’s ship tlie----- ” 
“ Well, this is the Nantucket from 
Rhode Island. We’re doing a little 
piloting in these latitudes, and if you 
want to r)in in the cove yonder, why, 
we’ll pilot you iu for a small charge.”

AtuifNipli«rlo Welslit. 


At the sea level, with th« haronieter 
marking 30 inches and the thermometer 
82 degrees F., a cubic foot of pure dry 
air weighs about 506 grains troy. The 
weight of a cubic foot of water va{K)r, 
nnder the same conditions, is only 35^ 
grains. When vapor is mixed with dry 
air, therefore, the resulting compound 
is lighter—that is to siiy, domp air is 
lighter than dry air. In stormy weather 
the air is lighter than it is in fair 
weather and uot heavier, as many per­ 
sons suppose. Wiien smoke hangs about 
tho surface of the earth, it shows that 
the air is lighter thau tho smoko. When 
tho air is dry, it is heavier tliaii the 
smoke, and the latter thereforo asccnda 


The weight of the earth’s atmosphere, 
or. in other words, the pressure exerted 
upon the earth by the atmosphere, is 
about the same as would be exertod by 
a flood of water 33 feet in height over 
tho globe. At the sea level the pressure 
of the atmosphere is about 15 pounds 
to the square inch. A man of oi^inary 
sise thus bears all the time a prMsure 
of about 80,000 pounds, but be does not 
feel it, because tho pressure is exerted 
iu every direction, above, below and 
arouud him, and because his body is 
filled with air and other fluids that 
press outward, thus maintaining a state 
of eciuilibrinm.—Pl.iladelphia Times. 


The Slorinjr Oulff. 


The gulf of Mexico is a water of 
storms, not frequent, but frenziedly 
violi'iit. It is, in effect, an imiueiise 
SLulh p cut from the land, and hurri- 
caues seem to gravitate to it uaturally. 
They are bom iu the neighborhood of 
the Saragossa sea, »trike the West In­ 
dies and uot infreciueutly leave those 
islands at a tanf^ent, just as a ball 
thrown at an obtuhc angle against a 
wall slides along it for a little space 
and again seeks vacancy. These erratic 
forces of the air strike the coast of Mex­ 
ico, or the cottst of Texas, according to 
their angle, uud death is iu their track. 
The things called “ tidal waves” in that 
section are not really tidal waves. They 
are iu)t caused by an upheaval. They 
are merely local in effect. They are uot 
vast walls of water moving with resist­ 
less speed and weight over tlie face of 
the ocean. They are waters banked up 
against a low coiist by wind pressure 
until they overflow. In many instiuices 
tho submergence is gradual and ample 
opi)ortuuity for esca|)e is given. Other 
times the violence of theairnmkes them 
sudden aud people are drowned.—Chi­ 
cago Times-Heralji.

Klaborate rockwork is more 
difficult to keep cleun, and if bulky it 
displaces, of course, just so much water, 
and so les.seni» the sustaining |x)wer of 
tho tank, but vo(;kwork in some form or 
vegetation is desirable for the comfort 
oii the fishes. Tliere are fishes that like 
to loaf around rocks or perhaps to creep 
under them. Iu nature they flud food 
in such places, and it may be shelter 
from their enemies, and there are fishes 
equally accustomed to plants of one sort 
aud another, and almost all fishes at 
times like seclusion or places where 
they can go by themselves. In an aqua­ 
rium it is a common thing to see a fish 
motionless behind some slender plant 
which does not conceal it, but does 
serve as a place of retreat— New Vork 
Sun.
